The intention was to put 
Ihe officers to d»-»th and turn the vessel into a 
pirate. 
The plan was discovered just in lime 


to prevent its execution. Mr, Speoctr, being 
detected as the ringleader of Ihe mutineers, was 
tried under the provisions of maritime l»w 
found guilty, and was promptly executed by 
bejng hung at the yardarm of the "Somerj." 
Commodore Mackenzie's covrse was approved 
of by the Piesideni, and applauded by the 
whole country, although great sympathy was 
felt for the Secretary <>{ War and family.
